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SKI  CLUB  SET  FOR  NEW 
HIGH  IN  '84 


Skier  Stephen  Evans 


There  has  never  been  a  ski  season  so 
widely  publicised  as  the  lead  up  to  the 
1984  season.  Its  prospects  received 
equal  rating  with  economic  matters 
during  a  political  conference  at 
Thredbo,  when  the  first  of  the  season's 
snow  appeared.  "If  Bob  broke  the 
drought;  then  Andrew  brought  the 
snow." 

After  two  poor  years,  skiers  are 
entitled  to  expect  a  good  year  in  1984. 
As  many  old  hands  point  out,  Olympic 
years  have  been  good  years.  A  search 
of  snowfall  graphs  shows  there  is  a  lot 
of  truth  in  the  Olympic  year  theory. 

Development  at  New  South  Wales 
resorts  during  the  off  season  has  been 
in  marketing  rather  than  equipment, 
though  both  Perisher  and  Thredbo 
have  cleared  rocks  and  boulders  from 
ski  runs.  The  main  marketing  effort 
was  at  Thredbo  where  they  have  estab¬ 
lished  numerous  initiatives  to  make 
the  lot  of  the  skier  easier.  The  most 
obvious  initiative  is  to  hold  day  ticket 
prices  to  the  1982  level  of  $23.00  per 
day  and  raise  the  age  for  a  child  from 
12  to  14  years.  In  fact,  Thredbo  have 
been  so  successful  in  attracting  visitors 
that  on  Easter  Sunday,  before  any 
snowfall,  there  was  a  25  minute  wait

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HISTORY  OF  HANDBALL  IN  TATTERSALL’S  CLUB 


Handball  is  one  of  the  earliest-known, 
outdoor  games  in  existence. 

The  one-wall  game  was  played  in 
the  early  Roman  era,  where  it  was 
known  for  its  fine  spirit  of  sportsman¬ 
ship  and  has  been  almost  the  national 
sport  of  Ireland  where  it  has  been 
played  for  many  centuries. 

It  has  always  been  popular  in  Aus¬ 
tralia  with  championships  dating  from 
captain,  A.  S.  Block,  honorary  secretary 
Reg  Chappell,  Frank  Caldwell  of  Bondi, 
Minister  for  Energy,  began  in  1912. 

A  chance  visit  to  Giles  Baths  at 
Coogee  was  my  first  sight  of  a  three- 
wall  indoor  court  played  with  a  rather 
large,  soft  ball. 

The  outdoor  game  produced  many 
champions  among  whom  were  Paul 
Fallon,  George  Maoris  and  Con  Hannan, 
a  brother  of  W.  (Bill)  Hannan  of  Tatter- 
sall's. 

In  1919  when  training  with  several 
American  boxers,  we  played  a  one- 
wall  game  at  the  Domain  Baths  in  the 
Albatross  and  Shiverers  Club. 

In  1930  Tattersall's  Handball  Club 
came  into  being  through  the  enthusi¬ 
astic  efforts  of  a  young  and  energetic 
AJC  bookmaker  named  Alf  Bloomfield. 

Alf,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Albatross 
Club  persuaded  John  Dunningham, 
Tattersall's  treasurer,  with  the  idea  of 
having  the  gymnasium  altered  into 
handball  courts.  An  exhibition  game 
was  played  for  John's  benefit.  He  was 
so  impressed  with  the  skill  displayed 
and,  I  would  imagine  of  the  status  of 
the  participants,  amongst  whom  were 
Sir  Herbert  Maitland,  Arnold  Moate, 


Charlie  McLeod,  Colonel  Edwin  and 
Norman  Penfold,  Leslie  Herron,  War¬ 
wick  Gregory  and  Brigadier  T.A.J. 
Playfair  that  he  assured  Alf  he  would 
use  every  endeavour  to  have  the  courts 
installed. 

Yours  truly  was  one  of  the  first 
members  of  the  Albatross  Club  to  join 
Tattersall's  in  1931,  being  followed  by 
W.A.  Tebbutt,  Brigadier  Playfair, 
Warwick  Gregory,  Col  Edwin  and 
Norman  Penfold. 

The  year  1931  saw  Tattersall's  first 
handball  championship  final  played 
between  Tony  McGill  and  Alf  Bloom¬ 
field,  the  latter  being  the  victor  by  two 
out  of  three  31  up.  Thus  Alf  Bloomfield 
became  the  first  champion  handballer 
of  Tattersall's  Club. 

Other  stars  of  that  era  were  Tom 
McMahon,  Charlie  McLeod  and  W.W. 
(Billy)  Hill. 

A  handball  committee  was  formed 
in  late  1931  with  S.G.  (Billy)  Williams  as 
captain,  A.S.  Black,  honorary  secretary 
and  tournaments  have  been  success¬ 
fully  held  ever  since,  with  the  exception 
of  the  war  years. 

On  August  3, 1936,  in  the  presence  of 
representatives  from  all  metropolitan 
clubs,  the  NSW  Indoor  Handball  Associ¬ 
ation  was  formed  with  myself  as  the 
honorary  executive  officer.  The  rules 
were  revised  and  adopted  by  all  the 
delegates  present. 

In  1958  Peter  Lindsay  took  over  the 
reins  of  office  with  Arthur  McCauley 
and  myself  as  the  committee.  Peter 
continued  with  his  good  work  until 
1961  when  Norman  Rogers  took  over 


the  arduous  duties  which  he  has  carried 
out  so  efficiently  over  the  years. 

Few  members  realise  how  popular 
handball  is  in  the  Club,  but  to  mention 
that  over  ninety  competitors  participate 
in  the  luncheon  competition  under 
the  capable  administration  of  the 
present  honorary  secretary,  Peter 
Ashby,  only  goes  to  prove  the  attrac¬ 
tions  of  the  game. 

The  game  has  produced  many  fine 
exponents  of  the  art,  some  fearless 
and  dynamic,  others  sure  and  pur¬ 
poseful,  whilst  many  are  dour  and 
relentless. 

In  ranking  the  many  champions  of 
the  various  clubs  (each  in  his  hey-day), 
during  my  50  years  of  office,  40  of 
which  I  have  occupied  the  position  of 
handicapper,  my  nominations  for  the 
best  players  are  W.A.  Tebbutt,  Frank 
Frankowski  of  Coogee  —  the  most 
dynamic,  Bruce  Galea  —  relentless  and 
sure,  Michael  O'Dea  —  definitely  the 
most  dour  and  purposeful. 

Many  others  come  to  mind  in  Eddie 
Davis,  Norman,  Ron  and  Neil  Rogers, 
Gary  Stubbs,  Peter  Gleeson,  all  of 
Clovelly  Club,  Steve  Nolan,  Peter  Lund, 
OReg  Chappell,  Frank  Caldwell  of  Bondi, 
Bill  Harrison  and  Jim  Campbell  of 
Coogee,  Noel  Vella  of  Bondi  Icebergs, 
who  has  won  the  last  two  Tattersall's 
Plates,  Bruce  Partridge,  George  McGil- 
vray,  Bob  Lipman,  Zade  Lararus  and 
"The  Shiverers"  George  McCoy,  Perc 
Russell  and  legless  Billy  Morris  were  a 
force  to  be  reckoned  with  at  all  times.

For  those  of  our  members  who  enjoy 
no  such  possession,  whether  proudly 
or  pusillanimously,  please  be  prepared 
to  remove  the  outer  skin  of  a  tennis 
ball. 

Rubbing  on  sandstone  is  the  quickest 
method  to  achieve  a  smooth  ball  with¬ 
out  excessive  bounce. 

A  quick  soak  in  petrol  or  turps  is  a 
faster  method  but  oversoaking  may 
affect  the  core.  If  this  occurs  discard 
the  object  of  your  labours  and  attack 
another  ball.

56  Years  of 
Tattersall's  Club 
Membership 

Dave  was  born  at  Palmerston,  New 
Zealand.  His  grandfather  was  David 
Buick,  a  relative  of  the  family  which 
originated  the  Buick  car.  Grand-dad 
represented  Palmerston  North  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  for  ten  years  and  was  also  owner 
and  breeder  of  race  horses.  The  late 
George  Price  was  one  of  his  apprentice 
jockeys. 

Double  Bay  was  Dave's  school  and 
he  was  a  playmate  with  those  famous 
rugby  league  internationals,  Dally 
Messenger  and  Dan  Frawley.  Also  there 
was  Ted  Davis,  later  to  become  a  rails 
bookmaker  and  then  a  brilliant  scholar, 
athlete  and  cricketer. 

Dave  played  with  Eastern  Suburbs 
Junior  Rugby  League  in  1913-14,  and 
still  had  his  1913  rugby  league  badge. 

Off  to  the  1914-18  war  as  a  sergeant 
in  the  1st  Battalion.  He  says  that  his 
mates  at  the  annual  reunions  proudly 
claim  —  1st  Battalion,  1st  Brigade,  1st 
Division,  1st  AIF  and  2nd  to  none. 

Dave  also  served  in  the  1939-45  war 
for  four  years  with  the  rank  of  lieu¬ 
tenant. 

On  his  return  to  civilian  life  in  1919 
he  entered  the  import/export  trade, 
but  the  depression  came  Sydney  way 
in  1928  and  Dave  went  to  Western 
Australia.  There  he  raced  trotters  but 
in  1932  was  back  in  Sydney.  He  became 
an  overseas  buyer  for  one  of  Australia's 
biggest  chain  stores  for  five  years. 

In  1937  he  again  branched  out  on  his 
own  until  his  retirement  in  1968. 

Dave  played  bowls  with  Double  Bay, 
was  a  vice-president  with  Rose  Bay 
RSL,  raced  several  horses  with  a  par¬ 
ticular  fondness  for  Swiftfield  (by  Rush 
(Fr.)  —  Noefield). 

Dave  was  extremely  proud  of  his 
daughter,  Mrs  Paul  Kelly  (Paul  is  also  a 
member)  and  his  grand- daughters 
Jo-ann  and  Mary. 

He  was  a  great  advocate  for  the 
Athletic  Department  on  the  third  floor 
where  he  once  won  the  Dewar  Cup  for 
swimming. 

A  member  of  the  AJC  and  STC  and  a 
Tattersall's  Club  senior  member  of  56 
years'  membership. 


DIGGER 
DAVE  TARRANT 


Sydney  architect,  the  late 
Kenneth  McConnel,  served 
with  Dave  in  the  1st  Battalion 
AIF  and  wrote  this  note  in 
“Reveille”  in  1937. 

“The  right-hand  man  of 
No.  11  Section  is  Corporal 
Dave  Tarrant.  A  pretty  young- 
looking  bloke  you  were,  Dave, 
to  have  two  stripes,  but  when 
Mills  and  Glover  went  sick 
you  were  the  one  we  picked 
for  the  third  stripe,  and  a 
dapper  little  platoon  sergeant 
you  made,  too. 

But  why  did  you  want  to 
go  and  dive  in  between  me 
and  that  Fritz  who  was 
drawing  a  bead  on  me  as  we 
jumped  into  O.G.l?  You  got 
your  bayonet  home  all  right, 
but  his  bullet  tore  through 
both  your  lungs  and  finished 
up  in  your  guts. 

That  didn’t  stop  you, 
either;  you  went  and  led  the 
platoon  on  to  the  second 
objective  before  you  tottered 
back  and  crumpled  up  in  the 
same  shell  hole  where  I  was 
nursing  a  broken  shin.  Well, 
you  didn’t  let  that  bullet 
finish  you,  Dave,  I  saw  your 
cheery  grin  only  recently.” 

Dave  carried  the  bullet  all 
his  life  until  his  death  in  his 
87th  year.  Ed.
